The British Government Is now ex¬ 
perimenting with ft gun which will fire 
Iimwi shots in 123 seconds. It is the 
deadliest of all the automatic man-slav¬ 
ers ever yet invented.

>x hand. After that the weapon will 
rhsorb cartridge* and emit a chain of 
bullets as long as it Is fed. Experiments 
made ibus far show that on the occasion 
i f a brief sharp attack, the gun can 
actually be made to fire eleven shots in .1 
single second. 

A very interesting feature of this ne*.v 
pur. is that the explosive power results 
from the use of cordite. The whole <>t 
lids substance is expended in pressire.

The experiments with cordite and with 
tin* gun referred to show conclusively 
that cordite is not affected by water, 
ns is gunpowder, and will stand gre.it 
variation in temperature.

NOMINATED ON THE FIRST 
BALLOT. 


A meeting of the reformers of Lennox 
took plaoe in the town hall here on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon last, according to announce¬ 
ment. There was a good representation 
present. 

Mr. Tbog. Symington, president ot the 
Lennox Reform Association, occupied the 
ohair, and made a few appropriate intro¬ 
ductory remarks on. the situation, oalliog 
attention to the present favorable outlook 
for a victory in Lennox, and announcing 
that he did not intend to aooept a nomina¬ 
tion for himself but would work heartily 
for the choioe of the convention. 

Mr. D. W. Allison moved that the con¬ 
vention proceed to the choioe of a oandi 
date by ballot without nomination- 

The motion was seconded by Mr. H. S. 
Davy. 

Ballot papers were then prepared by the 
secretary, Mr. Herrington, and passed 
around and collected. 

A count of the ballots showed Mr. B. £. 
Aylsworth to have a dear msjority of the 
votes, and on motion the nomination was 
made unanimous. 

Mr. Aylsworth amid loud cheers from 
all present then asoended the platform and 
thanked the meeting for the nomination 
in a few well chosen words. He did not 
know whether to acoept the nomination 
just then. 

Mr. II. M. Deroohe said he thought Mr. 
Aylsworth would be making & greet 
mistake if he did not accept such a nomina¬ 
tion. lie was no doubt the strongest man 
the convention oould bring out. and 
Lennox ought to be represented in the 
Local House. He had a clear majority 
over all others upon a free ballot, and this 
was a favor not usually accorded a candi¬ 
date. 

Mr. D. W. Allison thought if Mr. 
Aylsworth accepted the nomination he was 
sure of eleotion. 

Mr. Wilson, Solby, said Mr. Aylsworth 
should suppress his modesty a little, and 
take into consideration the fact of his 
having a clear majority upon a first ballot, 
which was then mado unanimous Bettor 
accept the Domination to day and let the 
meeting go forth with the nows that Mr. 
Aylsworth is the reform candidate to 
represent Lennox in the next assembly. 

Dr. Leonard who was second on the 
ballot was loudly called for, and respond¬ 
ing, the doctor said he was well satisfied 
that Mr. Aylsworth should be the candi¬ 
date, and he would take off his ooat and 
work for him with pleasure. 

Mr. Cyrus Allison thought as Mr. Ayls¬ 
worth had obtained such a deoisive 
majority on a first ballot he should yield 
to the wishes of the meeting and accept 
nomination. 

Mr. White said he would vote and pray, 
and with Dr. Leonard with his coat off 
and himself voting as he prayed Mr. 
Aylsworth would be swept right into the 
Ontario Parliament. 

Several other speakers including Mr. 
Rouse and Mr. Herrington urged Mr. 
Aylsworth to accept the nomination, and 
promised all the aid they could render. 

Mr. G. W. Dawson then addressed the 
meeting, chiefly directing his remarks as 
to the best method of organizing. Inci¬ 
dentally, however. Mr. Dawson alluded to 
Mr. Hardy, who was. he said, a veteran 
politician of twenty five years experience 
in public life, and who had never been 
caught tripping.

A New Source of Power, 

A new and simple source of power is 
proposed for engines and is dee Wired to 
be not only practicable, but advantage¬ 
ous in respect to the latter, it being 
claimed that tho- material producing the 
power can be used continuously without 
the necessity of renewal. According to 
this idea, originating with Hermann 
Poppe, of Hamburg, Germany, a mixture 
is employed of ammonia vapor and car¬ 
bolic acid gas, eventually under access 
of steam, which, however, is not essen¬ 
tial, and thus, by the expansion of the 
gas mixture entering under pressure, a 
cooling of tlie vapors in the cylinder of 
the engine is produced. In this way a. 
salt of ammonia is formed hy a smaller 
or larger i>art of the gas mixture, and: 
this salt, as provid«*d in the subsequent 
operation, is returned to a disintegrating 
apparatus, working under pressure, in 
order to be disintegrated by beat into ila 
volatile components, which latter am 
again utili zed for power purpos es.

Died on the 1 rack. 

At the Trenton races, last week the 
horse Dyksie, owned by S. Harkness, of 
Kingston, dropped dead on the track. The 
first heat of the 2:29 pacing race was being 
contested. Dyksie drew eighth place 
among eight starters, and when a point 150 
yards from the winning post had been 
reached, he had fought his way to second 
placo. At this point his jockey, Fred 
Metc&lfe, heard a deepgroan from the horse 
and felt him shiver in his harness. Divin 
ing that all was not right with the animAl. 
Fred drew rein and slackened Dyksie’s 
speed. He held second place, however, 
until he passed under the wire, when he 
dropped in his tracks, and in two minutes 
was dead. A veterinary surgeon who was 
on the ground gave it as his opinion, after 
an examination of the horse, that bis death 
was caused by the excessive heat. Dyksie 
was six years old and had a record of 2.29$. 
Mr. Harkness valued him at >500. Dyksie, 
to all appearances, was in the best of health 
and spirits when he was led for the first 
heat, and frisked and played with his 
jockey as ho was being led to the hitching- 
up point. Dyksie was well known here£as 
he figured very prominently at the races on 
Julv 1st.

Again Destroyed by Fire. 

About three o’clock Saturday morning 
last the general store of Neilson & Co., 
Conway, was discovered to be on fire. 
Every effort was made to arrest the pro¬ 
gress of the fire, but the fire fighting ap 
pliances being inadequate, the efforts of 
the people proved no avail.

It is likely another store will 
replace the one burned.
